3. On January 31, 2023, the Parties entered into the Stipulation Extending Time to 
Respond to the Complaint [Adv. D.I. 4], whereby the Parties agreed to extend the Debtor 
Defendants’ deadline to answer, move or otherwise respond to the Complaint to February 10, 2023. 

4. On February 10, 2023, the Debtor Defendants filed the Motion of Debtors for Entry 
of an Order Extending Time to Respond to the Complaint [Adv. D.I. 6]. 

5. On March 1, 2023, the Court entered an order [Adv. D.I. 8] under certification of 
counsel further extending the Debtor Defendants’ deadline to answer, move or otherwise respond 
to the Complaint to April 14, 2023. 

6. On March 24, 2023, the Plaintiffs filed the Ad Hoc Committee of Non-US 
Customers of FTX.com’s Motion for Partial Summary Judgment [Adv. D.I. 10]. 

ie On April 17, 2023, the Court entered an order [Adv. D.I. 16] further extending the 
Debtor Defendants’ deadline to answer, move or otherwise respond to the Complaint to April 21, 
2023 (the “Response Deadline”). 

8. The Parties have conferred and agree that the Adversary Proceeding shall be stayed 
through and including July 31, 2023.
